Some months ago the Staff Director of this Subcommittee, Bob Boettcher, 
contacted your offices by telephone to request briefings by both the Agency 
and the Bureau for the Subcommittee and its investigative staff on North 


Korean subversive activities. This letter is a formal request for such 
briefings.
